Noting that a wage tax applies 
to all residents, aged 16 years 
and up. the Franklin Twp. board 
with Mr, Crawford’s help esti­ 
m ated the wage tax receipts there 
might be the equivalent of a 
12 
per cent levy on the present oc­ 
cupational assessment. 
If town­ 
ship supervisors claim ed half of 
the wage tax, the net for the 
school district would be less and 
the school district could find it­ 
self "40 per cent short on its 
budgetary

The Retail Merchants also will 
have the duty of removing the 
m eter coverings after the sales 
days are over. 


OPPOSE PARKING BAN 


A petition was presented from 
residents of Breckenridge St. op­ 
posing the ordinance adopted last 
month banning parking from the 
first block of Breckenridge St. 
between Baltimore and S. Wash­ 
ington Sts. The petition held that 
taxpayers on the street have no 
place to park, that the lack of 
parking will reduce property val­ 
ues and increased vehicular traf­ 
fic will endanger children. The 
petition proposed that instead of 
banning parking, the street be 
made one way, with parking on 
one side. 
A resident of W. W ater St. ob­ 
jected to the removal of parking 
from the north side of the street 
and held that the parking should 
be switched to the other side, 
holding there would be m ore space 
on that side.

the budget to the council said: 
“ The borough of G ettysburg has 
completed the year

good financial condition, expend­

of

$203,300 
budget. 
“ By the exercising of good op­ 
erational methods and financial 
responsibility it has stayed within 
its budget by $10,195.53 while im­ 
proving and maintaining its high 
standard of borough government. 
More borough streets have been 
rebuilt than at any other period, 
snow removal has been second 
to no other borough or city in 
our country, and storm sewers 
have been added. Constant police 
and fire protection were made 
available to all citizens of the 
borough and surrounding commu­ 
nities. Recreation program s were 
enjoyed by 50.238 children and 
adults at erne tim e or another 
during the year 


URGE SAME BUDGET 


“ Of the $193,104.47 spent, $1 0 1,- 
154.51 was 
wages to employes 
of the borough who are residents 
of this community, $2,097 89 was 
spent as the borough’s share of 
FICA tax. $73,818.15 was paid to 
local businesses within a 2 0-rrule 
radius for service and products, 
and $16,033.92 was paid to busi­ 
ness outside the 
2 0-mile radius 
for products and serv ices not ob­ 
tainable within the local area. 
“ In view of the financial condi­ 
tion of the borough, the finance 
com m ittee 
is recommending 
a 
budget of $203,300 for 1965, the 
sam e am ount allotted for 1964. The 
com mittee is also proposing a tax 
reduction of one mill on all real 
estate.
